DETROIT, March 9. — Approxi- 
mately 75,000 automotive workers, 
most of them in the Detroit area 
and more than two-thirds of them 
employes. of the Chrysler Corpora- 
tion, were idle today as a result 
of a new series of sit-down strikes. 

Gov. Frank Murphy, who devoted 
his first six weeks in office to set- 


tling the General Mortors .strikes, 
announced at Palm Beach, Fia., 
where he was on a vacation, that. 
he would fly back to Michigan im- 
mediately because of the new labor 
disputes. 

All nine of the Chrysler plants in 
the nation’s motor capital were 
closed by strikes called by the 
United Automobile Workers of 
America. They employ 55,391 of 
the 67,000 Chrysler workers. 

The Chrysler plant at New Castle, 
Ind., with 4160 employes, was closed 
by the company, which said it 


could not COnURUR, GOST ne 
out supplies from t units. 

Still unaffected by the strikes | 
were the Chrysler plants in Los 
Angeles; Marysville, Mich.; Wind- 
sor, Ont.; Evansville, Ind.; Dayton, 
O., and the Pekin Wood Products 
Co. at Helena, Ark. 

The Briggs Manufacturing Co., 
which supplies Chrysler with bod- 
ies, closed one Detroit plant and 
part of another, ng 4500 out 
of work. Chrysler officers said 
stop orders had been issued to all 
suppliers. 

The Hudson Motor Car Co. three 
manufacturing plants here also 
were closed by UAWA strikes, 
leaving 10,000 idle. Two small aux- 
iliary factories, employing 200 each, 
were not affected. 

Pickets Bar Chrysler Head. 

Pickets refused to admit K. T. 
Keller, president of Chrysler Cor- 
poration, to its Highland Park 
plant today. 

When men inside the grounds 
would not open the main gate at 
his order, Keller shouted to others 
nearby: “I want you all to witness 
this. From now on, they deal with 
the courts.” 

Keller was driven to the gate by 
his chauffeur, who honked for ad- 
mittance. Nothing happened. Kel- 
ler got out of his car, walked to 
the gate and said: “Open this 
gate.” 

“Nothing doing,” 
standing inside. 

“I command you to open this 
gate,” Keller said loudly. 

Some men standing around the 
outside took up the cry, “open the 
gate.” The men at the gate again 
refused, and Keller left. 

The men inside pushed trucks’ 
loaded with bolts and nuts against 
the gate.

DETROIT, March 9.—Nine men 
were ‘sentenced today to prison 
terms of one to five years each for 
a Black Legion plot to kill Arthur 
L. Kingsley, newspaper editor of 
Highland Park. 


The sentences were pronounced | 


by Recorder’s Judge John V. Bren- 
nan, who convicted the men a week 
ago after hearing a month-long trial 
without a jury. Seven of the 16 
defendants were acquitted. 

Among those sentenced were N. 
Ray Markland, former Mayor of 
suburban Highland Park, and Ar- 
thru F. Lupp Sr., once milk inspec- 
tor for the Detroit Board of Health 
and named by investigators as 
Michigan commander of the secret 
society. 

The men were convicted of plot- 
ting to shot Kingsley in 1933 be- 
cause of his political opposition to 
Markland, who then was Mayor but 
later was defeated for re-election. 

Judge Brennan told the men he 
did not sentence them to five-year 
trms because none had a criminal 
record. All nine will be eligible for 
parole af the end of the minimum

Armour, Wilson, Swift and Cudahy

CHICAGO, March 9.—Wage in- 
creases of nine cents an hour for 
92,000 employes in the meat packing 
industry were announced today by 
the “big four” packing companies. 
It was estimated the increases, the 
second within five months and the 
fifth since 1932, would add $22,- 
000,000 a year to the payrolls. 

The nicreases, affecting all hourly 
paid and piece work employes, were 
scheduled a seffective at the plants 
of Armour & Co., Wilson & Co., 
Swift & Co. and the Cudahy Pack- 
ing Company next Monday. > 

Officials of the packing compa- 
mies reported the new basic wage 
scale would be 62% cents an hour, 
an all time peak in the industry 
and an increase of 26% cents over 
the low of 36 cents in 1932. 

Affected by the new scale are 
35,000 employes of Armour, 27,000 
employed by Swift, 20,000 by Wil- 
so nand 10,000 by Cudahy. A seven 
per cent wage boost was granted 
employes in the same classification 
last November.

“In these circumstances the de- 
mand that the U. A. W. A. be given 
exclusive bargaining control over 
all our employes.and all of our 
plants is refused. : 

“The UAWA has rejected our 
efforts and offers to meet any rea- 
sonable request in their apparent 
determination to force all of our 
employes into their organization. 
We have been willing and still are 
willing to bargain collectively with 
them for their members. Beyond 
that, we do not agree to go. Men 
who wish to work in our plants 
will not be required to hold a union 
card to do so.”

Government Commander

MADRID, March 9.—Gen. Fran- 
cisco Franco’s insurgent troops, 
splashing through muddy fields in 
g torrential rainstorm, fought their 
way forward in Northern Guada- 
lajara Province today in the drive 
on Madrid from a new angle. 

Five thousand soldiers, reported 
to be using all types of modern war 
equipment, participated in the drive 


against Government positions in the 
effort to reach Madrid, 60 miles to 
the southwest. 

Wave after wave of rebel troops 
moved from Algora against Govern- 
ment forces a few miles south of 
the Madrid-Guadalajara-Zaragoza 
road at Las Inviernas and Ala- 
g minos. 

Thirty tanks led the push of the 
infantrymen, while other insurgent 
forces marched on the Guadalajara 
road itself. 

Insurgent airplanes bombed the 
lower part of the Guadalajara high- 
way and killed five persons at Al- 
cala de Henares. Other insurgent 
planes bombed El Pardo sector 
north of Madrid after twice flying 
over the city itself.

Guadalajara is 
about 30 miles northeast of Madrid. 

The rebel offensive engulfed three 
villages—Castejon de Henares, Mira- 
bueno and Madellona—and placed 
the head of Franco’s army against 
the Government fortifications at 
Almadrones. 

Government militiamen, reported 
falling back, were said to have left 
50 dead in one muddy field. 

Franco’s Guadalajara army, com- 
posed largely of Carlists as well as 
foreign legionnaires, has recently 
been reinforced for this movement. 
Weeks have been spent in prepara- 
tion, while snow, rain and cold de- 
layed the offensive. 


Madrid Outlet at Stake. 

The rebel advance from Zaragoza, 
if carried to the northeastern en- 
virons of Madrid, would rob the 
Government of an outlet, the Guada- 
lajara road, which has been used, 
in part, as a detour from the Va- 
lencia highway.

The question was asked the other day, in a letter 
to the Post-Dispatch by William Hirth, farm leader 
and publicist. Specially, he inquired whether a 
Legislature, meeting every two years for the con- 
stitutional period of 70 days, could possibly perform 
the duties that pour in upon it in ever-increasing 
volume. 

Let us look at the Legislature’s job, not critically, 
but sympathetically. It must pass upon practically 
every proposal of any consequence—upon every 
proposal requiring a legal birth certificate. 

Does some new undertaking require a new agency? 
The Legislature must create it, chart its powers and 
responsibilities, and either name or approve its per- 
sonnel. . 

Does an established board need a larger staff, an 
extension of authority? The Legislature must say. 

Some person or group offers a plan i the noble 
name of reorganization, for the holy cause of econ- 
omy. The Legislature must adopt it, or reject it, or 
possibly amend it, after thorough examination. 

A special commission is sent forth, fortified, per- 
haps, with the counsel or guidance of specialists, to 
survey a field of public service, and, after searching 
and prolonged inguiry, makes a report exhaustive and 
often technical. The Legislature, up to its ears with 
things clamoring to be done, must study the recom- 
mendations and upon them capably. 

And always the inescapable task awaits of provid- 
ing for the mounting demands and of striking some 
sort of balance between the budgeted needs and the 
prospective revenue. 

It just can’t be done. It is beyond human capacity. 
If the Legislature were made up of master minds— 
if the House of Representatives were an assembly of 
Aristotles and the Senate a contingent of Platos, with 
a Solomon in the Executive Mansion—the adminis- 
tration would still be largely a patchwork perform- 
ance, on this hopelessly inadequate time ratio of 70 
legislative days every other year.

Federal Judge John E. Martineau, former Governor 
of Arkansas, who was buried yesterday at Little 
Rock, was more than once a storm center during his 
public life, but the people of his State, we believe, will 
agree that by and large he served them well.

Governor, he was an ardent backer of the hard roads 
movement which has come to mean so much to 
Arkansas, and of an adequate flood control program. 

It was the friendship which sprang up between 
him and Herbert Hoover, when the latter visited 
Arkansas as Secretary of Commerce during the flood 
of 1927, which some persons said was a factor in Mr.

It is on Government paper, forced upon investors 
and invariably renewed when it falls due, that Ger- 
man rearmament and much of the business structure 
now rest. Dr. Schacht has not earned a reputation 
as “financial wizard” for nothing. Though Nazi fig- 
ures show the people that Germany’s public debt is 
the world’s lowest, the harsh exchange regulations 
and the vanishing gold coverage, now reduced to 1% 
per cent, tell another story. Prediction is hazardous, 
but it is obvious to anyone that the Nazi regime rests 
on an extremely rickety economic foundation. 
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A REAL EDUCATOR. 

It is always a delight to read anything that Dr. 
Livingston Farrand, president of Cornel] University, 
has to say about Communism or radicalism in col- 
leges and universities. What he told the Cornell 
Club of Buffalo the other night was no exception 
to the rule, Declaring that the handful of students 
with Communist leanings at Cornell was no threat 
in a student body of 6600, notwithstanding the rant- 
ings of two or three wild-eyed legislators at Albany, 
Dr: Farrand said: 

If we did not have a few Communists or radi- 
cals in Cornell, I would have gone out and found 
them. If we did not have faculty members who 
could see something wrong in our economic ‘sys- 
tem and voice their opinions, I would go out and 
get some, 

Such spirit and candor are refreshing in any office. 
They are doubly desirable in heads of educational in- 
stitutions, who frequently seem to have forgotten that 
the primary purpose of university training is to 
teach people to think for themselves. Dr. Farrand’s 
intelligent example should not be lost when he re- 
tires in June after 16 years as Cornell’s president. 
Cornell alumni over the country should see to it 
that his forthright voice continues to be heard. 
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MESSAGE OF THE SUNSPOTS. 

News about sunspots only a few years ago was 
purely of academic interest. Only a few astronomers, 
astrophysicists and other scientists would have paid 
the slightest heed had Old Sol burst out with a rash 
resembling a chicken-pox patient’s. All that has 
changed, however, since sunspots began to serve as 
a basis for prophecy, making tea leaves, birth dates, 
images in the crystal ball and inscriptions on eggs 
look to their laurels. 

When short-wave radio broadcasting began, it be- 
came known that sunspots had an effect on the clar- 
ity of transmission. It was only a step from that 
finding to ingenious and elaborate theories about sun- 
spots and the weather. Solar activity caused drouths, 
one prognosticator said; another found it caused 
floods. Weather prophets who formerly examined 


phenomena began squinting into telescopes instead. 
One student found wars and sunspots had a vaguely 
corresponding frequency; another charted the stock 
market’s vagaries on a basis of sunspots. They had 
a lot to do with insanity, volcanoes, the behavior of 
infants, the herring catch, earthquakes, the yield of 
Brazil nuts and the fur on rabbits, other enthusiasts 
declared. 

Astronomers now find that the sun is experiencing 
its most violent eruptions in 37 years. Something 
weighty.is obviously about to happen, but the astron- 
omers, being conscientious scientists, don’t care to 
hazard a guess. They needn’t, for whatever the big

ed from an outcast position and es- 
tablished as an integral part of in- 
dustry, theoretically respected and 
taken for granted. 
If we are moving now toward 
such a new status, and can expect 
something of the same results; if 
the days of espionage, injunctions, 
private police, private detective 
agencies, furnishing thugs to both 
sides, are, actually, beginning to be 
numbered, then every member of 
the public can be thankful. And 
patience is a reasonable counsel. 
In the matter of the working re- 
lationship between capital and la- 
bor, this country has been the most 
anarchic in the Western world. We 
will not establish order overnight.

Highway Department Counsel Up- 
holds Bill for Increase Effective 
After Dec. 7, 1938.

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Municipal Laws To Benefit Dogs

EW are the communities, large 
F or small, whose statute books 
are not cluttered with dozens of 
ordinances dealing with dogs.
